Pensiona Clause May 
Stimulate Migration

LONDON, Jan, 9—The ministry of 
pensions Wednesday night gave fur- 
ther details of the revisions in the 
pensions act which are expected to 
provide one of the greatest stimulants 
to emigration ever offered by any gov- 


ernment, 3 

Recipients of widows’, orphans’ or 
old age pensions, on leaving England 
can continue to receive them in any 
part of the British empire. Those not 
now receiving pensions, but who have 
been insured, can in the majority of 
cases keep up their insurance after 
settling ‘in overseas parts of the em- 
pire, by payments direct to the min- 
istry health. Thus they will qual- 
ify for their Pepgons in the future 
on substantially the same terms as 
persons Ii in Great Britain. 

Persons, who have settled in the 
overseas empire within the t year 
or to, insured when they left Eng- 
land, may in certain circumstances 
avail themselves of the new privileges. 
The position of particular persons 
under the scheme will depend not only 
on the exact date on which they leit 
England, but also on their insurance 
records before leaving.

MURDOCH McLEOD 


Long before there was any organized 
community at Edmonton the name of 
Murdoch McLeod was known at the trad- 
ing posts and among the Indians from 
the Hudson Bay to the Rocky Mountains 
and throughout the north country to the 
shores of the Arctic ocean. His passing 
breaks a link with that remote past which 
now lies beyond the memory of all but a 
very few westerners. For a full half cen- 
tury his home has been at Edmonton, his 
striking figure a familiar one on the 
streets of the city and on the trails which 
preceded them, and his distinctive person- 
ality widely known and as widely re- 
Spected. 


During 1928 there were 152,036 
visitors to the national parks which are 
located in Alberta. Last summer the 
number was no doubt much larger. Some- 
thing more than half the park visitors 
are motor tourists. A large proportion 
of these, and the majority of those who 
go to the parks by train, are from points 
outside the province. It is a reasonable 


| 


guess that at least half those who visit | 
the parks are residents of other provinces | 
or hail from beyond the Canadian borders. | 


Holiday-makers are free spenders. 


These visitors to the parks leave a large | 


amount of money in Alberta every year, 
and leave more each year than the year 
before. 
SO many national parks located inside its 
boundaries, and doubly fortunate in that 
the mountain parks present scenery such 
as can be found in few other parts of the 
world. Since the Dominion stands the 
cost of improving and administering the 
parks, the income which the people of 
Alberta derive from this source is net 
gain. 


ARMING THE BORDER 


The Government of the United States 
plans to string a force of ten thousand 
men along the Canadian border, equipped 
with rifles, armored cars and machine 
guns, in order to stop rum-running. In 
keeping with the neighborly way in which 
the Republic and the Dominion deal with 
matters having an international bearing, 
this plan is being submitted to Ottawa be- 
fore it is put into effect. No doubt any 
representations which the Dominion Gov- 
ernment may wish to make will be given 
consideration, and complied with so far as 
practicable. 

A year or so ago, when Canada was 
asked to stop issuing clearance papers to 
liquor exporters, members of parliament 
took the ground that it would be time 
enough to “help the United States en- 
force its liquor law” when the Govern- 
ment of that country itself made some 
more serious effort to stop violations. An 
immediate response was the placing of a 
fleet of preventive launches on the De- 
troit river, and the breaking out there of 
something resembling a small naval war. 
The plans to patrol the land section of the 
boundary is further evidence that Wash- 
ington means business. If the arming of 
the border was what the members of par- 
liament wanted, that is being done. Now, 
what about stopping the issue of clearance 
papers?

There can be no profit in minimizing 
the hardship of the investor who found 
himself at the wrong end of the stock 
trading machinery when the crash came.

The little that is wrong with business 
conditions in Canada today is many 
times more the result of the crop short- 
age than it is of the fact that A bought 
stock from B for more than it is now con- 
sidered to be worth, but whose dividend- 
earning power is as great as it was when 
he bought it. The collapse of stock prices 
ruined a good many people. But it did not 
ruin the industries whose stocks had been 
selling at inflated prices; much less did it 
doom the country to any period of hard 
times.

Two Month Job 

This undertaking is expected to 
prove of great benefit towards 
ameliorating the acute unemployment 
situation which exists in the city at 
the present time, as upwards of 200 
men can be employed on the job for 
@ couple of months, Mr. Blatchford 
etated.’ 

The administration of the razing 
operations will be turned over to the 
city and the entire cost will be borne 
by the federal government. Work will 
get under way as soon as possible, it 
is expected, 

While definite details have not yet 
been received by city officials, the 
new of the government's decision was 
joyfully hailed at the city hall. Men, 
many of them married, are still apply- 
ing for work at the city relief office in 
large numbers, and up to now the city 
has only been able, financially, to give 
the married men five days’ work a 
week at two dollars per day.

WOOL SUBJECT 
OF DISCUSSION 


Alberta Sheep Breeders Fa- 
vor Pool Plan of Mar. 
keting Product 


The method of marketing woo} pro- 
duced in the province, proved to be 
the bone of contention at the conven- 
tion of the Northern Alberta Sheep 
Breeders’ Association Thursday morn- 
ing in the council chambers. of the 
Givic block, when several of the dele- 
gates en in a heated discussion 
over whether the wen plan of 
marketing ell wool with the Canadian 
Co-operative Wool Growers Associa- 
tion or the formation of a marketing 
pool, along the lines of the wheat 
pool, was to the best Interests of the 


grower, 

The debate on this subject was - 
ticipated in by Donald MacLeod, Lake 
Isle; N. T. McLeod, Lethbridge, sec- 
retary of the Southern Alberta Sheep 
Breeders’ Association; A. E, Pearce, 
Tawatinaw, and John Nichols, Clyde 

After much heated argument a re- 
solution was drafted and passed by the 
convention calling for the appoint- 
ment, by the directorate, of a commit- 
tee to meet with other wool growing 
organizations in Alberta with the ob- 
ject of going over caréfillly the matter 
of the formation of hn independent 
wool marketing pool in western Can- 
ada and to study out the wool selling 
problem, The resolution also called 
for a continuance for another ycar of 
the present marketing plan whereby 
the organization ships its product to 
the Canadian Co-operative Wool 
Growers’ Association. 

Urged Same Plan 

N. T. McLeod, of Lethbridge, con- 
tended that the marketing facilities 
offered by the Canadian Co-operative 
organization, and which had been 
taken advantage of in past years by 
woo] growers in southern Alberta, was 
to the best interests of the grower, 


and urged a oontinuance of this 
policy. 
Donald MacLeod, of Lake Isle, 


however, took exception to this atti- 
tude and urged thatthis method was 
a detriment to the smaller grower. 
Hie urged immediate steps for the for- 
mation of an independent co-operative 
marketing pool for all wool, to be run 
on the lines of the Wheat Pool, » 

A. E. Pearce and John Nichols were 
also in favor of the latter plan, and 
Mr. Nichols moved -the resolution, 
which finally was put through the 
meeting. 

Opposes Contract 

“The signing of a three-year con- 
tract for delivery of wool to the Cana- 
dian Co-operative concern means that 
if during that period we want to form 
a marketing organization of our own, 
we will not be able to do ao,” said 
Mr. MeLeod, “We must look into 
this matter carefully and I am of the 
opinion that the formation of an in- 
dependent marketing group would 
meet with success, especially among 
the smaller sheepmen of the province.”

Mushes 


400 Miles Through 
Trackless Country 


Travels From Fort Nelson, Most Isolated 
Spot, to End of Steel at Hythe in 
Record Time 


Mushing out with 
through 400 miles of trackless wilder- 
ness from the loneliest post in the 
northland, Fort Nelson, on the Nel- 
son River, in northern British Colum- 
bia, Constable J, S, Clarke, of the B.C. 
Provincial Police, broke al] records for 
the time he took to make the trip be- 
tween his post and the end of steel 
at, Hythe, in.the Peace River country. 

Although the post from which 
Clarke comes is only 420 miles from 
the end of steel at Hythe, it is more 
isolated than Aklavik,.2,000 miles to 
the north of Edmonton. 

No regular delivery of mail is ever 
made at Fort Nelson, although it is 
one of the most important posts in the 

nd, set at the junction of the 
Liard and Moskwa rivers. It is cut 
off from the Peace River country in 
the summer, owing to the fact that 
there is a 160-mile portage from Fort 
St. John to the head of navigation on 
the Sikanni river. Most of this is 
muskeg. The Sikanni river flows into 
the Nelson at the Fontas river. 

Horses Failed 

Outfits go in over the Sikanni trail 
in the winter time, using a government 
road, but an attempt to go on with 
horses down the Sikanni and the Nel- 
son on the icc last winter ended in 
disaster, owing to the fact that there 
was no feed on the way, while one 
of the teamsters had his feet frozen 
as a result of frequent overflows in 
the river. 

When the team finally arrived at 
Fort Nelson the horses were scarcely 
‘able to walk. ‘The horses were the 
first to arrixe at the post, 

Infrequent mail comes to the post 
once each summer, when the tug 
“Liard River”, of the Hudson's Bay 
Company, makes its long journey 
from Fort Smith with supplies for the 
post, The tug goes 600 miles down- 
stream as far as Fort Simpson, from | 
where it turns up the Liard, bucking 
the current of that river and the Nel- 
son for 400 miles. 

A stretch of 25 miles of the worst 
rapids in the northland He not far 
above the mouth of the Liard and the 
tug must make its way through these 
by slow and tollsome stages, making 
repeated journeys with only a small 
part of its cargo each time, 

Onb hite Woman 

Mrs, Clarke lives on the frontier 
with her husband and was for more 
than one year the only white woman 
at the it. Nevertheless, in spite of 
the ficulties of getting in heavy 
freight to Fort Nelson, she made a 
home there for her man of which any 
i woman might be proud.

for fur and whiskey smiueaiers, who 
debauch the red men with firewater 
to get their catch of fur before the 
red men get to the posts of the re- 
sponsible companies who have “stak- 
ed” the natives through the winter.

Sheep Breeders’ Associa- 
tion Opens Proceedings 
Today 


With a large number of delegates 
in attendance the anaual convention 
of the Alberta Provinctal Livestock 
Breeders’ Association commenced on 
Thursday morning in the council 
chambers, Civic block, when the Al- 
berta Sheep Breeders’ Association 
opened the sessions with Professor J 
E. Bowstead, University of Alberta, 
and vice-president of the organizatior 
in the chair, owing to the absence of 
President F. R, Haythorne, Clover Bar 

The president's report was submitted 
by Prof, Bowstead and consisted of 
a short survey of the past year as it 
has affected the sheep industry in 
Canada as a whole and in northern 
Alberta in particular. 

Lower Prices 

The report pointed out that lower 
market prices prevailed for both lamb 
and wool. Part of the decline in 
values in lamb could be attributed to 
heavy {mportations of lamb and mut- 
ton from New Zealand, Hearty en- 
dorsation of a “Buy Canadian Lamb” 
campaign was urged also to make an 
effort to have bavaners mars all eo 

rted meat plainly. ‘The _ repor 
Rowever, stressed the fact that the 
Canadian breeders should see to it 
that they furnish a better product 
than the imported. 

Another feature included in the re- 
port was that wool prices were likely 
to prove disappointing to members, 
being probably 35 per cent. lower than 
last year. 

In regard to the association Mr. 
Haythorne said that the membership 
had increased substantially, over 500 
stockmen being enrolled today. The 
wool growers’ contract had been en- 
dorsed by the board of directors early 
last year and a number of contracts 
already signed. The sheep and ram 
sale held last October also was @ suc- 
cess and the president, in his report, 
trusted that this annual affair had 
been placed on a permanent basis, 

Thanks were extended to the man- 
agement of the Edmonton Exhibition 
association for help and co-operation

While under normal circumstances 
the unemployment question might be | 
considered as primarily a provincial | 
and municipal responsibility, there are 
times in the history of all countries 
when governments should unile tn try- 
ing to share the burden, and this sea- 
son is one, declared Premier J. E. 
Brownlee on Thursday, when shown a 
despatch from Ottawa in which Hon, 
Peter Heenan, minister of labor, was 
quoted as saying that the dominion 
had no responsibility in the matter, 

Continuing, the Premier stated that 
at the dominion-provincial conference 
referred to by Mr. Heenan he had ne 
baid by 


recollection of anything being 
the Yagi sped in accepting full respon- 
sibility for unemployment. Further- 
more the provinces had not objected 
to the dominion instituting changes 
without consulting the provinces. 

All Should Unite 

While in Ottawa last the Premier 
had outlined to Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzle King the fact that while this 
responsibility rested normally with 
municipal districts and provnces, all 
should unite in times of stress 

The present situation, continued the 
Premier, was not due to any local cir- 
cumstances bu’ to national conditions 
Ther, fore he thought it sound to for- | 
get the nice distinctions as laid down 
by the British North America Act and 
see how the burden could be shared 
to meet the situation to the mutua’ 
benefit of all. 

A survey of the unemployment situ- | 
ation in this city had shown that more 
than 70 per cent of those secking relief 
were immigrants to this country with- 
in the last five years, with the major- 
| ity of lesser time in the dominion. A 
large percentage had com. within the 
last year, despite urgent provinctal re- 
presentations that no immigration was 
desired until those already here had 
been assimilated. Anything the prov- 
ince could do in immigration was en- 
tirely subject to dominion policies, bu‘ 
it did seem that however much condi- 
tions arose over which the province | 
had no control that the dominion 
should take the position that it was 
}in no way responsible.
